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PLANS FOR OHAWA TRACK 

NEW CANADIAN RACING ORGANIZATION EUR- 
CHASES SITE FOR ITS COimSE. 



THIRTY LEADING MONEY-WINNING HORSES 



Will AfUliate with Canadian Racing Associations and 
Inaugural Meeting Will Be Held in June Next 
•^Directorate of Substantial Character. 



Ottawa, November 21. — The first oflScial annonncc- 
m«*uts in connection with the organization and opera- 
tion of the Ottawa Jockey Club have just been made. 
From time to time during the past few years rumors 
iiave been published concerning the association, but 
it was not until Saturday, when Albert Rohrback of 
BufTaUi. arrived and concluded negotiations, that the 
clul) was in a position to make known its plans. 
Everything is now progressing favorably, and it is 
the intention of the directors to hold the inaugural 
meeting al>ont the latter part of June next. 

The club completed arrangements last week for 
the purcliase of the Stewart farm. Thia property 
is situated just west of the Rivermead Golf Club’s 
links, ami consists of eighty-five acres of property 
that is ideal for a r.ace track. The pric-e was $125.- 
<«K». The club has had a Dominion charter for some 
time, under which it will, of course, operate, and, in 
addition it will be atfiliated with the Canadian Rac- 
ing Asociations, an allotment of dates from which 
is expected within a short time. Neither capital 
nor labor wll be spared in beautifying the park, 
.and it is estimated that the huge grandstand and 
sumptuous clubhouse, together with a large paddock, 
will cost in the vicinity of $27,000. Spacious lawns 
will 1 h* cimstnicteii in front of the clubhouse and 
grandstand, and there will be fully 400 stalls. The 
course will be a mile, with a steeplechase field. 
Mr. Rohrl»ack will arrive about the middle of March 
to superintend the completion of the work. Tlie 
selection of judges and other officials will, of course, 
l*e left with th«r Canadiau Racing Associations.

JAMESTOWN TRACK IN FINE CONDITION. 

Prince Ahmed Reduces Record of Course for One 
Mile to 1:39% — Two Favorites Score. 

Norfolk, Va., November 21. — A ladies’ day pro- 
gram attracted a large crowd to the Jamestown 
Jockey Club’s course this afternoon. Despite cold 
weather, the attendance was large enough to pack 
the grandstand to overflowing. Well balanced fields 
went to the post in a majority of the races, and 
keen contests were provided. Several of tire finishes 
found the winners under hard stretch drives and two 
of them were first home by the smallest of margins. 
It was the first real opportunity since the meeting 
opened for horses that like to hear their heels rat- 
tle. The track was extremely fast and this in a 
measure accounted for the large fields. Favorites 
took two of the purses. Coming Coon and Ella Bryson 
being the successful choices. 

The biggest surprise of the afternoon was fur- 
nished by M. J. Conran, whose George S. Davis made 
a runaway affair of the fifth race. Trainer Conran 
has the faculty of putting across an oc*casional good 
thing at a price. There was no local support for 
George S. Davis and he went to the post at 12 to 1. 
Little Adams had the mount and directly the bar- 
rier was lifted, he lost no time in rushing his mount 
into a long lead. Entering the homestretch. Penny 
royal made an effort to get to the leader, but Adams 
had something In reserve and when called on George 
S. Davis kept going and at the end he beat Cowl, 
the second horse, by a length and a half. The lat- 
ter was heavily backed by Dr. S. W. Streett’s friends 
and had the filly escaped a jam on the turn Into the 
backstretch the outcome would have been different. 

Thirteen horses faced the barrier in the closing 
race, a dash of one mile. The field went to tlie first 
turn in a bunch and in the jam Shelby and Fair 
Miss were the principal sufferers. Shelby was pulled 
up, but Fair Miss was throwm against the fence and 
her stifle was injured. Turner and Forsyth, two 
likely apprentices wrho arrived from Kentucky a few 
days ago, each rode a winner this afternoon. Tur- 
ner’s finish on Horicon was an especially meritorious 
effort. It was only in the closing strides that he 
got the colt up to win by a head. 

Capt. E. B. Cassatt, whose stable Is taking part 
in the racing here, came over from Chesterhrook 
Farm at Berwyn, Pa., to witness a few days’ sport. 
He will probably remain for the rest of the week. 

H. G. B(‘dw'ell again has the sprinter Richard 
Reed in his stable. He purchased the horse from 
Sam Louis a few days ago for $900. Mr. Louis took 
the horse from Mr. Bedwell out of a selling race. 

Thomas Healey yesterday decided to bring his sea- 
son to a close and returned to New’ York. He left 
four of the horses he was training for R. T. Wilson 
here w’ith Albert G. Weston. The others he shipped 
to Belmont Park to join the remainder of the horses 
he is wintering there. Boaucoup, Mexoana, Onager 
and Fantasque were the four that were loft behind. 
Mr. Weston will ship them to Charleston when ho 
leaves here. Mr. Healey contemplates a trip to Cali- 
fornia this winter. In previous seasons he has made 
it a point to take in a bit of racing on the other 
side, but the fact that James Rowe will be unable 
to accompany him, led him to change his plans. 

Nat Byer yesterday purchased of A, G. Weston 
the two-vear-old .Avernus. 

Fred W. Gerhardy today received word from 
Francis J. Pons that an extra force of men had 
beoii put to work on the Charleston course. Also 
that 290 stalls are now completed and that by De- 
cember 1. aiOO will be ready. It Is the purpose of 
the association to construct a training track for the 
horsemen which will enable them « to keep their 
charges in condition on arrival there. 

H. G. Bedwell is among those w’ho liave announced 
an intention of going from here to Columbia. 

Prince Ahmed, in winning the handicap for all- 
aged horses, reduced the track record for one mile 
to 1:30§. 



Lexington, Ky., November 21. — ^Thls was the open- 
ing day of the first Kentucky sale of thoroughbred 
horses under the auspices of the Powers — Hunter 
Company, of New Y’ork, and the stallions, mares 
and weanlings that passed under the hammer of 
Auctioneer George A. Bain went for lower prices 
than were ever hitherto reported hero. It Is true 
that many of the mares were old, but even at their 
advanced ages It was not to be expected that such 
as seemed to be In foal to worthy stallions would be 
slaughteriHl as they were. The aggregate for the 
eighty-four bead sold was $5,850, an average of only 
$69.tH per head. 

The majority of the animals sold were kmwked 
down to two dealers, S, T. Harbison and W. P. 
Scully, the latter buying the cheaper ones and the 
former a better grade. Those purchased by Mr. 
Harbison will be shipped south and sold to farmers, 
while those purchased by Mr. Scully will be dis- 
posed of at the Court Day markets in central and 
eastern Kentucky, where they will go without pe«li- 
gree or identification. 

As an instance of the poor prices, Strathrcel, half- 
sister to the great Hamburg and the dam of the 
good race horse Bill Curtis, was knocked down to 
Mr. Scully for $5. Strathrcel is nineteen years old. 
but Cherry Valley, another that Mr. Scully got for 
$5, is only four years old. The stallion St. Slmonlari 
II., from the Hartland Stud, twelve years old and 
blind, sold for $5 to Mr. Scully. There was no bid 
for Option, a mare that had produced $6,700 worth 
of colts, and O. H. Chenault gave her to Ed. With- 
row, a negro who led her Into the sales ring. 

The top price was $775, paid for Possession by 
Price Headley of Beaumont Farm. The same young 
man paid $275. the second highest price, for the 
stallion Cederstrome, which Is to go to W. J. Taylor 
of Canada. 

The twelve weanlings by Star Shoot and Knight 
Errant catalogued by Col. E. F. Clay and his son, 
Ezekiel, were not offered, Catesby Woodford having 
bought them privately for $200 each. 

E. C. Cowdin of New York and Mr. and Mrs. J, 
B. Davis of Brooklyn, were among the visitors for 
the sale. Mrs, Davis was formerly Miss Mollie Max- 
well, a widely known horsewoman, and she and her 
hmsband are here to select likely youngsters for 
cross-country purposes.

MEXICAN MEETING IS CURTAILED. 

Lack of Horses and Condition of Course Responsible 
for Earlier Ending Than Scheduled. 

Mexico City, November 16. — The smallest attend- 
ance since the opening of the Condesa meeting was 
present at the course to<lay. The program provided 
by the management was attractive and resulted in 
good racing. The honors were distributed between 
six stables, each taking a purse. J. C. Ferriss’ geld- 
ing Fort Johnson, with J. Howard up, won the first 
race by a neck from Nyanza, which was coming fast 
at the finish. R. J. Powers’ W. H. Ford, the favor- 
ite, captured the second race, while H. R. Brandt’s 
Sebago, another favorite, was first in the third. The 
fourth was a race for Mexican-breds and proved* 
easy for L. Zivy’s La Luz II., which won in a can- 
ter, with her stable mate. Zamorana. a good second. 
These two horses so far outclassed the other starter. 
Mad Pranks, that the books refused to lay a price 
against them. 

Butter Ball won the fifth from good opposition by 
a length at odds of 8 to 1. The Hague was an 
odds-on favorite, but failed to place. The last race 
went to W. F. Ford’s Gore, a horse that ran second 
In the first Mexican Derby, and was a g<Jod second 
to Jim Basey on the second day of the present meet- 
ing. 

Barney Schreiber, accompanied by R. E. de Lopez, 
of San Francisco, arrived here yesterday with two 
carloads of horses, including eight broodmares, 
twenty-three yearlings, and several two-year-olds. 
These horses will be disposed of here. It was orig- 
inally Mr. Schreiber’s intention to sell his importa- 
tions at public auction, but he has reconsidered and 
will offer them at private sale, it being his belief 
that he will in this manner receive a better price 
for his stock. This shipment of horses is unques 
tionably the highest grade of American thoroughbred 
horses ever imported into the Mexican republic, 
many of them being by Sain, Bannockburn and 
Nealon. The Mexican gentlemen interested in thor- 
oughbreds are taking a lively interest in Mr. Schrei- 
ber’s offerings. 

The Jockey Club held a meetiog last night and de- 
cided to bring the present meeting to a close on Mon- 
day. November 20. This action became necessary 
because of the track. On account of almost con- 
tinuous racing, the turf course has been badly cut 
up and is honeycombed with holes, making racing 
rather dangerous. In addition to this, the horses 
racing here which were brought from the United 
States for the occasion, are becoming sore. This is 
because of the small number of horses brought here, 
which made it necessary for their owners to enter 
them more frequently than is usual in order to fill 
the races. 

While this action was a necessity. It is receivetl 
with regret by the visiting racing men, as they 
unanimously declare that Mexico City is one of the 
most pleasant localities they have ever visited and 
they are delighted with the treatment they have 
received from everybody concerned, the Jockey Club 
members and everybody with whom they have been 
thrown In contact affording them every courtesy 
possible. The racing contingent from the United 
States are looking forward with pleasurable antici- 
pation to the next meeting and declare that nothing 
will prevent them from coming here next spring. 

American horses find a ready sale here, as Mex- 
ican owners of racing stables are extremely anxious 
to improve the quality of their strings. Among re- 
cent sales re«*orded here is that of Traymore to 
Francisco Riiu'on Gallardo. Forecaster to C. G. do 
Cosio, and Sigurd to Dr. B. Macias.

NOMENCLATURE OF THE THOROUGHBRED. 



“How many race goers have given heed to the 
names of the thoroughbreds that carried the silks of 
their owners on the turf?” writes .Tohn Boden, 
former secretary of the New York State Racing Com- 
luissioit. “Yet there is scarcely anything else that so 
la.xes the ingenuity of br^H'ders and of owners, 'r.i 
flml a name that will recall ancestry is no small 
labor under the unwritten law that name.s of winners 
of classic races shall not Ik* dutdicated and the in 
flexible rule that no name of a horse that has been 
upon the turf shall be be duplicated within five 
years after his retirement or after his death. 

“That this rule should be enforced with rigid in- 
sistence, the Jockey Club instituteil a registry office. 
The use of names suggesting trades or business en- 
terprises was prohibited. Those that might recall 
some untoward event were equally anathema. Tbost 
that might invite criticism were also tabooed, aud 
many and often were the rejections of names of year 
ling.s that infringed on either the written or the 
unwritten evde of ethics. 

“And this, too, without respect to the character. 
[)ride or place of owners. The writer recalls a ca.se 
in which a name for a yearling was suggested by a 
steward of the Jockey CTub. It was in the days of 
sensational Investigation into one of the great de 
paitments of New York City. The name was re 
jeeled by the registrar. It was a colt by Inspector 
B. out of Bril>ery and the nuiiie asked for was that 
of a then prominent city official. The steward ap- 
pealial to the Jockey Club, liis appeal was dismis.sed. 
The .loekey Club having put the ]>lenitude of power 
into the hands of the registrar would not recall that 
power and one of its own stewanis was overruled 
“Some owners have paid sums in the tltousaudb 
to men who would name their yearlings appropri- 
ately. tJome breeders had a distinct plan. The 
first August Belmont, for example, and his son, the 
present head of the Jockey Club, went upon a policy 
the result of which was that the colt foals bore -*i 
name suggesting their paternity, aud the fillies ones 
that Would recall their dams. Hence iu the fillies there 
were Lady Rosebery. Lady Margaret, Lady Rosemary 
aud Ros<*tiut, recalling the great Lady Blessing, ami 
on the cult end were St. Carlo and a host of others. 
From the great mare Susquehanna was Potomac, 
winner of the Futurity. Then there was Doun.'J 
.Mia, out of Bella Donna, aud a half score more, the 
v»*ry names of which suggest their breeding. 

“James R. Keene, too, has 91*011 peculiarly soliet- 
ous about the names of his foals. There was Cap 
and Bells out of Domino and also Disguise, aud then 
C-elt by V’oter, Maid of Erin, aud Peter i’au out of 
Cinderella, and others tliat have made famous the 
i*eat stud at Castleton. 

“The late John A. Morris aud the late Captain 
Sam Browu of Pittsburgh also paid particular atteii 
tion to appropriate uomcuclature. Mr. Morris started 
his stud with the famous Barbarity and from 't 
there came a series of names that needed not the 
colors of the all scarl.et to indicate whence they 
came or to whom they lieloiiged. 

“Captain Browu was |>eculiarly sensitive abou 
the names of his colts, aud hence from SP^nAthrift 
there came Bankrupt and Authoress, and from En 
quirer there sprang Ri*j)orter and other horses al 
most as appropriately named. Then there was the 
line that gave the turf Cortez and Senorita and other 
tine colts and fillies. Perhaps Hastings, the well- 
enough named son of Spendthrift, called after the 
prodigal English Earl, was one that was le.ast reco; 
iiized as being appru[)riately tabbed, but as a rule- 
bar his best son, Kingston — Spendthrift left behind 
him a progeny that suggested their descent by 
their names. 

‘A year or twp later came upon the turf a fad. 
and that was the naming of liorses after societv 
friends. The Fleiscbmanus, multi-millionaires of the 
middle West, started it. It was the superstition 
of the east and the west alike that a hoodoo at- 
tarhed thereto. There was at that time only two 
sigual exum[)ics that may have proved the rule, 
They were Luke Blackburn, that Mike Dwyer in 
sisted was the best horse he ever owned, and 
Proctor Knott, winner of the first Futurity. Later 
there was Jack Atkin. But Luke Blackburn had 
failed in races that wore conceded to him, aud 
1‘roctor Knott won the Futurity from Salvator only 
through an inexplicable error. It was Fresno aud 
not Salvator, that sliould have met him. 

“The Fleischmanns, naming their horses after 
society friends in Cincinnati, were disappointed, 
aud following them came Gideon & Daly — a firm 
that in their daj' hurled paving stones iu the form 
of thousand dollar blocks into the ring. They losL 
with Keenan, named after the city chamberlain; 
with Eakin, named after the sporting editor of a 
metropolitan daily, and Dr. Rice, in whose naming 
Mr. Gideon designed to pay special compliment to a 
friend. In other hands they prospered, Keenan hav 
ing distinguished success iu England and in India. 
But ever and always, save in ordinary races, horses 
named after individuals had but mediocre success. 

“In this year there has been a variety of a^'oro 
priate names recorded by the Jockey Club. There is. 
for example. Accumulate, a colt by Gatherer, and 
one named Bwano Tumbo. This latter colt, owned 
by a man in C.auada, is out of tne mare Affect. 
There is Franchise, b 3 ’ Voter, aud Moisant. out of 
the marc Ascension. Conflagration is appropriately 
named, as she is out of Ashes, and The Persian 
has no fault to find, as he is out of Babylonian. 
Cheat is out of The Sharper, aud Gay Bird is by 
Oiseau — Belle of the Day. 

“Play Mate is assuredly a filly by .Peter Pau 
and Si>ring Board is by Aeronaut, out of that 
always athletic mare, Bettie Bouncer. Cock Crow 
is by Peep o’Day; Forty Niner out of California 
and the filly Bad Witness out of Can’t Remember. 
Mistress Marjory, that had a fair success ou the 
turf aud was mated with Dolce Far Niente pro- 
duces Devil-May-Ciire aud Abel is the result of the 
mating of Adam aud Naughty Lady. 

“Paying Teller is me son of City Bank, and Good 
Morning the son of Peep o’Day. Right on the heels 
of these comes two registered fillies. One, named 
Needy, is the daughter of Luck and Charity, ami 
the other, out of the same dam, is named Barefoot. 
Better named, perhaps, if they had been daughters 
of Charity alone. A colt <»ut of Proposal is named 
Don’t Say No. At the same farm is Repletion, by 
Yankee, out of Surfeit, and Snarl, by Yankee, out 
of ’J'augle. 

“A wag of a breeder has named a colt out of Sub- 
way. Darkness, aud a filly out of Halcyon, Tran 
qnility. There is a colt by Adam out of Handspun 
that i.s called Paradise; one by Nimrial named Hun- 
ter: a filly out of Hatred by Conquerer that must 
race as Wrath and theu a slashing big bay colt by 
Martinet that has been called Editor. It might lie 
telling tales out of school if it was written that the 
name of this colt, b(*cause of his sire, w.t'' uuani 
incuslv .agreed upon b.v the turf editors of the New 
York wailies. Seventeen years ago they agreed u[)on 
calling a gray colt Editor aud he maiJe good. And 
tlwy never were quite satisfied with the result. May- 
Iiaj> this ICditor out of Maitinet may more agreeably 
live up to the thought that induced the name. 

• Top Notcher is an appropriately named colt oit 
of High Stepper and Fn?e and Easy suggests his 
dam Lady Golightly. The maternity of Steeplejack 
is evidenced by the name of his mother, out of 
Reach, as is that of Deduction, which is out of 
Inference. The daughter of the blueblooded Lady 
Languish is, of course. Lady Paramount, w’hile Blar- 
ney Stone, said to be one of the choicest of th^ 
Castleton 2-year-olds, is out of Maid of Erin, the 
mol her of the redoubtable Celt. 

“There is, perhaps, a dash of cynicism In the b< 
stowal of the name of Dr. Cook upon a colt by Previ 
ous. Gold Brick is by The Sharper. The Scout by 
The Picket, aud. naturally enough in these da^s of 
deduetiou. Monkey will perjwtuate tne fame of her 
dam. Mi.ssing Link. Toggery is a daughter of Tea’s 
Over and Evening Star is the title chosen for the 
[irogcuy of the sweet young mare Vespers. Bachelor 
Girl is doubly appropriate, as she is a filly by Broom 
stick out of Waywanl Lass, Killarney Lass is by 
Irish Lad and the fillv out of Soubrette has been 
named Stage Girl. 

“There would seem to be resentment, begotten 
[lerhaps, of disappointment, at some election, in 
the selection of the name Booby for a son of Voter 
and just a trifle of lese majeste in bestowing the 
name of Diplomatist on the son of Go Between. 
Three Links suirgests Oddfellow as the si- and 
Night Dress recalls her dam. Dishabille. Sprite, out 
of Fairie Queen. Ocean Blue out of Flying Ship, 
and Bow Knot by Knight of the Garter out of 
Frills rank well up in the list of names well 
ibosen.’’ __________________

of the millennium, perhaps) somethiug may happen 
to Take front twin thoroughbreds their reproach of 
inferiority, that a colt may win the Derby and his 
sister the Oaks, and the twain run a dead-heat for 
the St. Leger. Nothing iu horse racing is impossilib* 
as Signoriiietta may 1 k' called to bear witness. 

Alaatt tlie colors and age of hors<*s many curions 
bings have bivn stafeil and proved to l»e wrong; 
IS. for Instance, that “two gray.s iuv.ariahly prcalnc** 
a gray,’’ “a h.'iy is never (say rather, very, very 
rarely! produced from two chestnuts.’’ and that 
fifty years are an unheard of. an unattainable limit 
of life for a horse, a question that was mot) ted ami 
elicited some Interesting correspondence in the 
Evening Standard of I)eceml»er. 185)3. 

Ill the same year (Novenilier 18) there occurred 
one of thosi* strange incidents in which the hi.story 
of the turf, ‘chasing inelnded, aboitiids. A horse 
called Bandoii was supposed to have broken a leg in 
the Tredegar stt*eplechase at Ely. and was ordered 
for destruction: hut a local “vet” diagnosed dis- 
locatiol shoulder, aud offered to set it. While he 
was away iu search of chloroform, it was thought 
better to sh*>>t the sufferer. So a muzzle-loader was 
hrought. but there was no caps; a breech-loader 
hut there was no cartridges that would fit it; a 
|)olieemuu dispatched fur others, lost them ou the 
way back; but by this time the “vet” had arriveil 
with the chloroform, the shoulder was replaced, 
the liorse was stabled at a farm hard by, and soon 
was rei>orted to be going ou well. 

Recalling the career of the famous I»rd Clive 
(who was convinced b.v the failure of his pistol 
to go off that he was destined to gn*atness. bui 
wliosc example is not recommended to others wish- 
ing to learn what failure is in store for him), one 
would ex|)oet that the horse Bandon would have be 
come celebrated, but it seems to have turned out 
otherwise. 

An idea appears to prevail that thoroughbred 
horst's are more liable than others to accident, fatal 
or not, by lightning; and. grotesque as the ide.i 
would if it were snpiKised that the fact of being 
thoroughbred has any special attraction for the 
lightning, it is not unreasonable in view of the 
life which is led by thoroughbreds, especially by 
the youngsters, collected as they are, whether in- 
doors or out of dt>ors, in large numbers under ex 
actly the same meteorological aud general influences. 
But it is certainly true that holocausts of thorough- 
breds, through lightning, are noticeably numerou> 
and appallingly wholesale, both in this country and 
abroad. 

In the Slimmer of 1883 a most extraordinary 
of the kind took place at Averiner, France, where 
the late Due de Castries had a large number of 
liors4*s in training. “The stud groom, we are tohl, 
“had becu serving out oats to the youngsters, stand- 
ing by twos in each box, an iron-lined manger run 
iiiiig from end to cud of the whole building, and 
supplying all the boxes. When he reached the last 
iKix, having served out the oats, he was all of a 
sudden thrown down underneath a colt which fell, 
struck by lightning, atop of him, and which he dis- 
covered to be stone dead, while its companion was 
safe and sound. And, strange to say, it was so in 
every compartment, one. the one with its muzzle in 
the manger, had been struck dead, the other had 
escaped. If both had l)eeu feeding at the same 
time the whole twelve, instead of six, would have 
been killed.’’ 

The Dus was r<*garded generally as a “lucky’’ 
owner, but it is evident that, like our “lucky” Bar- 
onet. 81 r Joseph Hawley, he had his “bad days.” — 
London Sporting Times. 



Less than a year ago a writer in a si)orting con 
temporary mi'iitioned, as if it were a uniiiue phe 
i.omeiion a French horse that was a “triplet.” H 
it hail been a “quadruplet” there would have been 
something in it. as quadruplets (the Matthew, Mark. 
Luke and John, as they usually are called when they 
occur, as they do rarely, in the human family' ar<* 
so uncommon among horses apparentl.v that memory 
fairs at this moment to recall a single case. 

MCmorv, however, can nrcall a case in wliich ri 
hoisc. Whisilejacket, sired seven foals from threi 
mari*s in one vear (185).‘»). triplets from one and 
twins from each of the other two; whereby, as was 
at the time noted and readily iK*licved. he “estal;- 
lished a record.” That year he was sent abroad 
(to America, savs niemorj’, a little doubtfulD’) 
when* he was so'ld for a good price; hut whethei 
or not he there kept up his ‘‘n*cord” of prolific re 
productiveness is a matter of mere conjecture. 

’Pwiiis, as everyhoiiy knows — at any rate, thor- 
ouglitired twins — are of next to no use on the race 
course. The only twin that ever won a erreat 
race, a “classic” or other, iu this country is said 
to have been NIrolo, a chestnut t»rother of Langur, 
by Selim, winner (1823) of lh<* Two Thou- 

s’aiid and of the tl);*n greatly esteemed New- 
market Stakes; and there was a few years ago
